The political crisis comes during a 
continuing Palestinian insurrection in 
the occupied lands against Israeli 
rule. At least 663 Palestinians have 
been killed by Israeli soldiers or civil- 
ians in the revolt that began in De- 
cember 1987. Forty-three Israelis 
also have been slain in the violence. 

As a result of Thursday’s loss, 
Shamir, 74, a former underground 
leader and spymaster for the Mossad 
secret service, could face an uprising 
in his own Likud bloc. 

Trade Minister Ariel Sharon and 
Housing Minister David Levy, both 
hawks who want to abandon the U.S. 
peace effort, have repeatedly sought 
to oust Shamir from the party leader- 
ship, which he assumed in 1983. 

Starting Sunday, aides said, Presi- 
dent Chaim Herzog will canvass par- 
liament members as to who should 
form the next government. He is ex- 
pected to give the nod to Peres, who 
would have a maximum of six weeks

as head of a caretaker government in 
which no ministers are allowed to re- 
sign and none can be added. 

If Peres fails, Shamir or another 
Likud leader may be chosen to form a 
government. If that fails, new elec- 
tions may be called. 

The past two elections, in J uly 1984 
and November 1988, ended i in virtual 
tie votes that forced the two big 
parties into coalitions. 

For Peres, trying to mesh leftist 
secular parties with conservative reli- 
gious factions will be a major test. 

In the past, Orthodox parties have 
demanded tougher laws to deal with 
restaurants and stores that open on 
the Sabbath, a major source of fric- 
tion with liberal factions. 

Peres won primarily on a stay- 
away vote by five of the six members 
of the ultra-Orthodox Shas Party, 
which allied with Likud in the past. 


Fire destroys Libyan plant

ROME — A fire caused extensive damage to a Libyan 
chemical plant suspected of producing poison gas, and 
Libyan leader Col. Moammar Gadhafi on Thursday threat- 
ened to punish West Germany if its agents set the blaze. 

West Germany, whose companies helped build the plant, 
denied the accusation and filed a protest with Libya over an 
angry demonstration outside Bonn’s embassy in the Libyan 
capital, Tripoli. Gadhafi insisted that the heavily guarded 
plant in Rabta, 60 miles southwest of Tripoli, was designed 
to produce only pharmaceuticals. But he said Libya would 
pay millions of dollars to any company willing to build ita 


chemical weapons facility. 


“In such eventuality, T will sign the contract myself un- 
hesitatingly,” Gadhafi was quoted as saying by Libya’s 
official JANA news agency, which was monitored in Rome. 

He said Libya would not hesitate to manufacture 
weapons of “total devastation” if it had the ability, but he 
said it would take 20 years for Libya to develop such 
weapons. Libya was accused of using chemical weapons in 


its war against Chad.

teurs infiltrated Libya from neighboring Tunisia. 

A previously unknown group of Libyan dissidents, the 
Organization of the Patriotic Wing of the Libyan Army, 
claimed responsibility for the blaze in a statement sent to 
West Germany’s ARD television network. 


A journalist for JANA, reached by telephone from 


Cairo, said he was unsure whether there were casualties 
in the fire, but said the plant was badly damaged. 

“You may consider it has been burned down,” he said, 
speaking on condition of anonymity. 

White House Press Secretary Marlin Fitzwater said 
damage was extensive but the plant was still standing. 
“Common sense would tell you it’s not functioning,” he 


said. “We assume it’s not functioning.” 


Fitzwater refused to speculate on the cause of the 
blaze or to disclose the source of his information. 


Owens proposal causes debate

If Wayne Owens’ wilderness bill 
passes, southeastern Utah will dry up 
and blow away, said Bill Howell the 
Executive Director of the Southeast- 
ern Utah 
ments. 

Bill Howell said he is strongly op- 
posed to the bill because it would des- 
ignate about five million acres of Utah 
land as _ federally protected 
wilderness. The land, if designated, 
would be permanently off limits to 
mineral exploration, mining, oil 
drilling, motor vehicle operation, and 
any type of economic development, he 
said. Furthermore, the state would 
lose control of the potentially valuable 
land. 

“The issue is not of land protection, 
but of land control. The local people 
will not have control if the bill 
passes,” Howell said. 

However, Congressman Owens de- 
nies Howell’s claim saying the consid- 
ered land is not confirmed as having 
any developmental potential. Owens

Survey has, in fact, shown oil bearing 
potential in a pre-cambrian deposit 
running from the Grand Canyon to 
the Uinta Mountains, Howell said. 

However, “even in light of this dis- 
covery, Mr. Owens has not amended 
his statement,” Howell said. 

Eric Petersen, an assistant in 
Owens’ Salt Lake office, said the min- 
erals the opposition is complaining 
about are being phased out of use by 
industry. “The uranium in the area is 
not really needed, since nuclear 
power is not happening anymore.” 

But some minerals in the area have 
only recently been found to be useful, 
Howell said. Designating the land as 
wilderness would prohibit the contin- 
ued research of such minerals. 

“The Carlin Trend (a mine). in 
Northern Nevada produces $500 mil- 
lion of yearly revenue from just one 
section of one square mile of land. 
Utah has such potential,” he said.

According to the police report, the

Schools’ package is better; 
legislators, teachers agree

Though all is still not well with 


Utah’s public education system, legis- 
lators and teachers agreed Thursday 
that great strides had been taken 
with the 1990 legislature’s education 
package. 

An eight-member panel that in- 
cluded state superintendent and 
Utah’s 1989 teacher of the year pre- 
sented the post-mortem of the educa- 
tion package at the state capitol. 

“If we can work together, I’m confi- 
dent that we cannot let Utah educa- 
tion be a problem, but we can make it 
a source of pride for all of us,” James 
Moss, state superintendent said. 


budget to education and ranks fifth in 
the nation in education expenditures, 
said Utah’s budget and planning di- 
‘rector, Dale Hatch. 

In 1985, education took 60 percent 
of the state’s budget. “Six percent of 
the state’s budget has been shifted 
into education over the past six 
years,” Hatch added. “As evidenced 
by the statistics, Utah’s commitment 
to education is one of the highest in 
the nation.” 

But with the nation’s highest per- 
capita school age population, Utah’s 
public education has a lot to accom- 
plish. 

Though the 1990 package was the 
highest educational spending in- 
crease in Utah’s history, the work is 
far from finished, said Lila Eskelsen, 
Utah’s 1989 teacher of the year. 

“What was not seriously addressed 
by this legislature is what I consider 
to be the number one factor in the 
quality of instruction that I can offer 
my students: class size,” Eskelsen

But she and several pan- 
elists emphasized changes that “don’t 
cost the taxpayer a penny.” 

“Parents need to be more actively 


involved, along with community

Moss said. 


A set standard of expectations of all 
involved in public education from stu- 
dents to parents to teachers was also 
mentioned. “Until we talk about at- 
titudes, expectation and _ involve- 
ment, we won’t see the changes we 
need in Utah’s education,”said Mark 
Spencer, assistant commissioner of 
Academic Affairs for the state office 
of education.

plain that Lafayette’s Irish descend 
not from Roman Catholics who left 
Ireland after the famine in the middle 
of the 19th century, but from Protes- 


| tants who migrated from northern 
© Ireland years earlier. 


Mayo shares its name with the fa- 
mously bleak county in western Ire- 
land, but the town actually was 
named after a Confederate officer.

lraq hangs journalist accused of spying 


BAGHDAD, Iraq — Iraq hanged a London-based journalist on Thursday 
who was accused of spying, igniting a storm of protest from European govern- 
ments. Britain recalled its ambassador from Iraq and halted ministerial visits. 

“Thatcher wanted him alive. We sent him in a box,” Information Minister 
Latif Nassayif Jassim said, in breaking the news of the execution. 

Prime Minister Margaret Thatcher had led the campaign to repeal the death 
sentence imposed on 31-year-old Farzad Bazoft. Bazoft was working for The 
Observer, a London weekly, investigating reports of an explosion at an Iraqi 
military facility when he was arrested. 

Iraq claimed Bazoft had spied for Israel and Britain; charges Bazoft and his 
colleagues denied. 

Observer editor Donald Trelford and about 200 journalists held a vigil 
outside the heavily guarded Iraqi Embassy in London. Journalists left a single 
candle burning in Bazoft’s memory in St. Bride’s church on Fleet Street, 
London’s former newspaper row. 

“It is an awful day for the newspaper,” said Trelford. “We have had one of 
our number killed for simply being a reporter.” 

President Saddam Hussein of Iraq had said repeatedly his country did not 
fear Britain’s anger, and the information minister repeated this after the 
execution. 


Former Utah official must give deposition 


SALT LAKE CITY — A federal judge has reluctantly granted a petition 
permitting attorneys to take a deposition from former Department of Correc- 
tions inspector general Scott McAlister in advance of a sexual harassment 
lawsuit against him. 

Attorney Kathryn Collard had asked for the court order in advance of a 
sexual harassment lawsuit she intends to file against McAlister on behalf of 
Corrections employee Linda Dreitzler. U.S. District Judge J. Thomas Greene 
said Wednesday that he would reluctantly grant the motion. 

McAlister, who resigned his job and left Utah to avoid further publicity, was 
not present at the hearing, although Collard said he had been served with a 
notice on Feb. 22. 

Collard told the judge she is anxious to question McAlister on the record 
because she isn’t sure he will be easy to locate in the future. 

Dreitzler and another Corrections employee contend they were demoted 
after rejecting McAlister’s sexual advances. 


New Brazilian president promises reform 


BRASILIA, Brazil — Fernando Collor de Mello took office Thursday as 
Brazil’s first popularly elected president in 29 years, and he promised free- 
market style reforms and an “unconditional war” on record inflation. 

Among the 27 heads of state or government at the ceremony were Daniel 
Ortega of Nicaragua and Cuba’s Fidel Castro. Vice President Dan Quayle 
represented the United States. 

After taking the oath as Brazil’s 35th president, Collor de Mello spoke at the 
National Congress and promised to open the economy to world markets. He 
said Brazil must do away with “colonial prejudices against foreign capital.” 

He promised social reform to benefit the poor majority of Brazil’s 150 million 
people, saying, “We cannot modernize without social justice or progress 
without everyone participating.” 

He also pledged greater political liberties for Brazil, which has lived much of 
its 101-year period of post-monarchy rule under dictatorships. 

“My first commitment — unalterable — is to democracy,” Collor de Mello 
said. 


Mild winter could result in a drought 


WASHINGTON — This year’s mild winter could come back to haunt 
Americans in the form of a drought, the National Weather Service said 
Thursday. 

The March hydrological outlook, usually an annual report on potential for 
spring flooding from snowmelt, is more of a chronicle of missing snow and dry 
soil conditions this year. 

Unless heavy precipitation occurs, the return of drought to major areas of 
the nation is imminent, the report said. 

Serious water-supply problems are a distinct possibility for much of Califor- 
nia as well as in the Great Basin, lower Colorado, parts of the Rio Grande and 
in western and southern Texas, the weather service reported. 

Low stream flow, low soil moisture and low spring flood potential also cover 
a large area of the north central states, the report said. 


Parts of many central and western states have experienced abnormally dry 


conditions for two to four years. 


Proposed defense cuts will hit Utah hard 


WASHINGTON — A private task force’s proposal to slash Pentagon 
spending 50 percent by 2000 would hit defense contractors and military 
installations in Utah hard. 

The task force, sponsored by The Committee for National Security and The 
Defense Budget Project, recommends that if current international political 
changes continue, a 50 percent cut over 10 years is “reasonable and will soon 
seem modest.” 

The group proposes to achieve such cuts in part by canceling the rail-gar- 
rison MX missile, putting a hold on the Midgetman missile program in re- 
search and development, reducing the number of new Trident submarines and 
the missiles they need and putting a hold on deployment of the advanced cruise 
missile. 

Utah companies such as Hercules, Thiokol and Williams Research Interna- 
tional have contracts involving those missile systems.

“The Cold War Is Over—But Who Won?” 


During the last year, the United States 
has seen the dramatic collapse of the 
enemy it had armed itself against, and 
competed with, for 45 years: Soviet-style 
communism. As President Bush put it 
last spring, when asked why Mikhail 
Gorbachev was willing to make such 
dramatic changes: “It’s simple. He's 
finally figured out that our system 
works, and his doesn’t.” 

But at just the moment when 
American-style democratic capitalism is 
celebrating its victory over the Soviet 
model, the entire nature of international 
competition may have changed. Through 
Asia, many people would make Mr. Bush’s 
point in just the opposite way: that one 
system works and another doesn’t, but 
the successful system is the Japanese, 
and the one that falters is the American. 
Perhaps the Soviet Union and the United 
States will, in the long run, look like the 
twin losers of the Cold War—and the 


victor could be Japan. 

In his forum address, Mr. Fallows will 
discuss the evidence that a new economic 
and political system has been developed 
in Japan, the way that its growth helps 
and hurts the United States, the degree 
to which the United States can succeed 
by following Japan’s model—and what 
other steps Americans should take.

With many natural resources dwin- 
dling, waste is expensive in more 
ways than just the mere loss of dollars 
and cents, said a spokesman for a na- 
tional pro-environment organization. 

Sam Hartwell, recycling specialist 
for the National Resources Defense 


Council in New York, said there are: 
many things individuals can do to con- | 
serve natural resources, but most | 
center on reducing waste and recy- 


cling whenever possible. 

Here are some recycling and con- 
servation tips for individuals pro- 
vided by Hartwell and Earthline, 
Earth Day’s 1990 newsletter: 
eTo conserve energy, buy products in 
recyclable containers and recycle or 
reuse them. Avoid disposable prod- 
ucts. 

Become informed of and participate 
in local recycling programs. 

eCut down on energy consumption by 
using energy more efficiently. Some 
utility companies offer free home en- 
ergy audits and may even provide 
cost-free installation of energy-effi- 
cient devices. 

eWrite elected officials urging them 
to support legislation promoting en- 
ergy efficiency and renewable en- 
ergy. 

eTurn off appliances when they are 
not in use. 

eWash clothes in cold water. Dry 
clothes in the sun. 

®Plant at least one tree per year and 
nurture it until it is able to survive on 
its own. Trees absorb carbon dioxide 
and shade buildings. 

®Carpool, bike, walk, or use public 
transportation.
